The m thed is cempetitien ameng coin clubs and individual members, 


The result is that scattered information is disseminated by greups and indi- 
nels whe present a variety ef ideas ever varieus publicity media, seme good 
and seme bad, depending en the abllity ef lecal clubs and individuals. 


This system is bad and th methed and results ahenld be discontinued, 


Natienal Coin Week ceuld and sheuld be handled in the fellewing manner: 


The purpese is the same. 


The methed changes. The Chairman ef NCW aheuld be empowered with cemplete 
autherity te initiate the fellewing publicity campaign with full sappreval 
and financial backing ef the efficers and beard of the ANA,

Banking Asseciatien sheuld be requested te prm- 
wulgate infermatien en NCW and shevld request members of the Naticnal 
assec iatien to cooperate with lecal clubs and individuals ami publicize 
HCW, net enly by disolayes in banke, but by individual lecal banks 
advertising sach displays in lecal pullicity media during NOW. 


Heads of CBS, NBC, and ABC sheuld be contacted t disseminate infedme- 
tion en NCW from the tep te member radie and TV stations asking their 
coeperatien in phblicising NCW at a letéal and natienal level all during 
NCW. 


Heads ef newspaper chains (I mean the ewnere - the ones whe have the say) 
sheuld be seld on ordering their papers te publicise NCW at a lecal 


level. UPI, INS, and other independent mews agencies sheuld be centacted . 


with the same view in mind. The same for radie chains. 


Natienal Hetel and Metel asseciatiams sheuld be cemtached and requested 
te publicize NCW. They get the gravy whenever oin shewS and cenven- 

tiens are held, Let them bear seme ef the burden ef advertising the 
hebby.

F. Since it is te the selfish interest ef the manufacturers ef coin 
supplies, dealers in ceins, and cein publications te increase ani 
enlarge the hebby ef cein cellecting, they sheuld be reduested and 
urged te advertise in lecal news media during NOW ether then coin 
publication s. 


G. Te remeve any pessible taint of cemmercialism from NCW, the role fer 
beurse dealers at coin sheww md cenventiens sheuld be that they are 
housed separately frem exhibits and meeting halls. I wevld ge se far 
as te recemmend that the ANA and lecal erganizations discentinue cen- 

A trel ef beurse dealers altegether. Let them know that oanch a shew er 
v0 


cenventien is being held. But let them secure their own space and 

: iN security much in the same manner that a carnival is a part ef a county BS 

AJ fair but is separate and distinct. The intdlligent dealers will still | eae 

contribute te or even ebsidize lecal shews to some extent. They ee 

aes that as the hebby grews, they will benefit. Dealers will then 
submit nen-cempetitive exhibits with the realizatia that they cm 


\\ label their wares and get advertising from siich shews. 


H. Lecal Clubs and individuals will participate by exhibiting their 
material in banks with the preper security, by giving educational talks 
to schcels (the best audiences and the best petential), and by appear 
ing en lecal radie and TV if requested by the lecal statims., A 
certificate ef appreciation te every club and individual providing an 
exhibit, telk, radie, TV, and newspaper interview (and a separate 
certificate fer each separate talk, exhibit, er interview) should be 
awarded te each club er individual and the lecel participating media. 


A simple write-up ef such pullicity by the lecal club er individual 
supperted by letters, phetes, and newspaper clibbings ceuld be judged 
fer national competition aml area er state awards made te lecal clubs 
am individuals fer best ef each state. 


Cut dewn the classes fer entries te clubs unier 100 members ani clubs 
ever 100 members and individuals, Three classes, An avard shenld be 
made fer foreign entities, even if enly one ead! comes in frem a 
fereign country. 


- Competitive NCW activities sheuld be confined te the week prier te, 
the week ef, and the week after NCW. Letters and time spent prier 
te NCW during the year in arranging for ench publicity ceuld be 
counted. And letters te Cengressmem on any subject ef numismatics 
could be counted. 


Concerted information 
would result in widespread understanding ef the hebby. 


The pelicy ef letting the lecal club er individual plan and execute a NCW 


pregam is basically peer. This sheuld be ergmizad and premulgated from the tep
